Yet there is scenery that even those words fail adequately 
to describe. On the route of the “Moffat Road,” a line being built from Denver across 
the Continental Divide to Salt Lake, are some of the most glorious mountain views 
upon which the sun shines. The road runs from where flowers bloom in fair gardens . 
up to where huge drifts of eternal snow lie along the track, While being lifted to this 
elevated point, 11,660 feet above the tides, on the one-day scenic trip, the traveler views 
a vast panorama of valley, gorge and towering mountain, touched with glowing colors, 
enchanting the beholder with its radiant beauty. 

Photographs cannot contain the elusive charms of such scenes. The views in this 
book are from paintings by the famous artist, Charles H. Harmon, who has caught the 
peculiar purple tinge and delicate shading of the glorious coloring on the mighty 
peaks. The scenes are true to nature, faithful to the highest ideals of art, and the 
most valuable epitome of western mountain scenery ever offered to the tourist. 

Mr. Moffat’s picture, the frontispiece of the book, is reproduced from a large paint- 
ing by Dora Litzenburg. It is the only painting of Mr. Moffat in existence. For this 
reason it has an added value to the owner, Mr. W. F. Jones, general traffic manager 
of the Moffat Road. 

The method by which the pictures are prepared is alone sufficient to attract more 
than ordinary interest.. The art of color-printing has never had a more perfect display 
of its far-reaching power than in this collection of delightful views. 

To the lover of nature in its wildest aspect, to the traveler whose journeys lead 
him to many quaint scenes and those to whom pride in American scenery is an over- 
powering sentiment, this book is a volume to be taken up again and again—a source 
of untiring delight and never-ending satisfaction.
